and Berlin have leached a critical point, according to Prince Maxi­ 
milian, the German imperial chancellor, speaking before the reichstag 
yesterday. 
In the course of his address he urged that debate on the

W ilson was restricted as much as possible. 
The whole German peo­ 
ple is anxious to hear the views o the

prospects of peace, but I am only able to speak with greatest reserve, 
and urge the members of the reichstag to limit debate.
